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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 104, 110, and 113 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gross (US 5,407,434). 

Gross teaches all the claimed subject matter, including a self-sealing gel (col. 1, 
line 34). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 105-109, 11, 112, and 114 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hermann et al (US 5,599,305) in view of Gross (US 5,407,434). 

Hermann teaches all the claimed subject matter (including an outer layer of 
silicone and an inner layer of PTFE, see col. 6, lines 21-25, and 47) except for the self- 
sealing material being a "gel-like" material and the balloon being filled with saline. 
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Gross teaches a similar device for sealing around body-inserted instruments and uses a 
gel to seal around the instruments and to seal the passage completely when the 
instruments are removed. It would have been obvious to use the gel of Gross in lieu of 
the foam of Hermann since it appears that either would work equally well for the 
common intended use. 

Further, Hermann teaches that the inflatable balloon can be filled from "suitable 
inflation sources" (col. 10, line 49). It is well known in the art of catheter balloons to 
filled them with saline solution so as to avoid introduction of deadly air bubbles into the 
blood stream. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that "suitable 
inflation sources" includes and is even likely to be a saline solution source. 

Conclusion 

The after final amendment has been entered. However, an updated search has 
turned up additional pertinent prior art. Finality is hereby withdrawn, and a new 
rejection is hereby issued. This action is being made NON-FINAL in view of new 
grounds of rejection.
